Q.—That was Mr. Ryder, at that time Secretary 
of the People’s Railway? A.—Y¥es, sir; he is now 
in Swift’s office. Inever did fipd out who the 
man was that requested him to s66 me, and it 
would be some gratification to me if Mr. Ryder 
had it to tell to somebody, ff not to me. 

Q.—Do you recollect whem this occurred? A.— 
It occurred, I should judge, thre@or four months 
after my appointment.

Q.—You haa no talk with him with reference to 
whether Campbell was disappointing him or not? 
A.—No, sir, I never mentioned a word to the 
Board about any member of the force, or anything 
of that kind. 

Q:—Did you know, or did you hear anything 
about whether there was a blank resignation of 
Mr. Kerwin’s or any other of the Police Commis- 
sioners in any one’s hands other than the Goy- 
ernor’s? A.—Nothing, only rumor. 

Q.—Did you ever talk with Mr. Butler or Mr. 
McEntire, or they with you, about the matter? 
A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Did you know this man, Senator Hathaway? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did you ever taik with him on the subject, 
or he with you? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Do you know any other fact or information 
that you think would lead to any result? If so, 
we would like you to state. In regard to blank 
resignations, it has been stated that it was cus- 
tomary for Police Commissioners to have their 
resignations in the hands of the Governor, or some 
one else for him; do you know of your own knowl- 
edge anything about that, about either Kinkead’s, 
Kerwin’s or Boland’s? A.—Kinkead’s and Bo- 
land’s were the first I ever heard of, 

Q.—Did Boland have a blank resignation. A.— 
Weil, I suppose there was. 

Q.—Eh? A,—I suppose there was. 

Q.—And what is the information you have upon 
that subject? A.—Well, it would be a long story 
and you might object to hearing it. 

Q. By Lodge—If the jury would like it I would. 
Juror: There is no objection, we have had some 
literature of that kind already, and we want some 
more. A.—The Governor and I talked about the 
Police Commissioners before the election; 1 told 
him that I didn’t want any police commissioner- 
ship, “I didn’t want anybody but an honest man,” 
He sent for me the day before his inauguration. 
I went to his house and he said nothing about it. 
We had a car up at Jefferson City, and after din- 
ner I went down to the car. Mr. Tutt came down 
and told me who the police commissioners were 
to be. 

Q.—Who did? A.—Mr. Thomas E. Tutt. Said 
I, “Mr. Tutt, what in the world has po ssessed the 
Governor ever to appoint these men?” “Are you 
certain?” said he. “Yes, I just 
nad a conversation with Governor 
Crittenden, in which he said these were to be the 
men.” Saia I, “Are they?” Said he, “They are,” 

Q.—Who were they? A.—Green and Kinkead. 

Q.—There were ouly two, then? Green was one 
of them. What Green was that? A.—Charlie 
Green. Said I, “Green will make azood one if be 
will accept,” but, said 1, “How about Boland? I 
don’t Know whether there is anything wrong in 
Boland, but the atmosphere was a little impure 
when he was on the force. I don’t think lt would 
be a good appointment.” “Well,”’ said he, “he is re- 
quested by Overstoiz.” Said I, “I’ve got a good 
deal of faith in Mr. Overstolz’ opinion, and if he 
wants Mr. Bolana I have nothing to say, but I 


ofthe Board in connection with this gampling 
business, or the appointment of any officer in con- 
nection with this case? A.—I don’t know any- 
thing at all with regard to any corruption of any 
members. or any contract with any of the gam- 
blers; L was going to make this explanation. A 
great many of you are aware the gamblers never 
work directly at the object they want to accom- 
plish. They generally shoot over two or three 
men’s heads to get at the game they want 
to kill. I don’t know that they are using their in- 
fluence. I don’t know that they have, only this: 
Mr. McChesney—of course he has used his infiu- 
ence, as I Know, through other parties about the 
appointment to the stables here, They went so 
far as to ask me to appoint one or two parties in 
the place—that is, it came through another party 
to me, 

Q.—What do you know of the opening and 
closing of Lyons’ place? A.—Not a thing, 
sir. It was open until we got on to it 
and got evidence against him and it was closed 
up. 

Q.—Do you know how long that was? A.—I 
don’t. That partofthe business came directly 
under Mr. Kerwin’s attention, the vice-president. 
I had my hands full on the outside. 

Q.—Do you know of any specific act, direct or 
indirect, of Mr. Butier, Joseph H. McEntire or 
Mr. McChesney in relation to these gamblers? 
A.—I do not. Since that occurrea [I really aon’t 
Know much outside. If there is any consultation 
occurred, I haven’t been invited in. 

Q.—The second part of my question you have 
not answered yet—whether any officers of this 
Board have received any bribe or been corrupted 
in any way in the execution of their official acts? 
A.—Not as I know. I don’t think there is. I don’t 
think there has been any man that I know of that 
has been bribed in any way. 

Q.—Mr. Kinkead, now come right down to busi- 
ness. Have you ever stated to anybody that Dr. 
Lutz had received directly or indirectly that $100 
forthe appointment of a police officer? A.—I 
stated to a certain party that I heard of it. 

Q.—State exactly, if you please, what you did 
State to that party. A.—Well, that is just one of 
those qeustions that I don’t know exac tly how to 
answer. That I don’t wish tocriminate any- 
boby, because Fhave doubts in my own mind in 
regard to the facts in the case, but a party told 
me that another party asked for certair moneys, 
that is for money for putting a man on the force, 
stating that he wanted it for members of the 
Board. I said “for the members?” “No,” he 
said “for Dr. Lutz.” Isaid “Idon’t believe any- 
thing of the kind.” That is all 
I stated in regard to it. I don’t 
Know that Dr. Lutz Knows anything about the 
thing, about that part of it. The man that went 
on at my solicitaion, I promised to put him on 
and had promised to puthim on six monthes before 
when I had a position to put him in. I don’t Know 
the truth ofthe statement that $100 was ever 
offered to Dr. Lutz. 

Q If you was told that you had made the follow- 
ing statement to a third party, please state whet- 
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| Ohestnut Street Station. This poy had been driv- 
ing one of Meyers’ wagons—ou one of his father’s 
wagons. 

Q.—Had you any conversation with Mr. Brady 
about this matter? A.—No, sir. I have no recol- 
lection of seeing him aboutitatali. Ihave not 
seen Mr. Brady fortwo or three months, except 
the other day, I saw bim as I was passing by the 
hotel. R 

Q.—Do you know of any other mectings or eau- 
cuses being held at other places that you did not 
attend to. A.—No, sir. Idonot. lt heard there 
were meetings held, but I don’t know where or at 
what time. 

Q.—Do you remember a meeting of the Board in 
which Mr. Camppdell’s willingness or unwilling 
ness to take these gamblers and fol. 
low them up was discussed, and they 
were surprised that he didn’t tumble? A.—It was 
not discussed in the Board. 

Q.—Did you ever hear that expression used in 
connection with that? A.—I did not. 

Q.—Outside the Board? A.—No, sir. only what 
I read in the papers that arrangements had been 
made to let the gamblers run. 

Q.—At that time that 
were to reduce expenses 
ping some of the men, 
what manner the list was made up? 
way: We went over to the Council and we could 
not get relief and we told Col. Campbeil to In. 
struct the Captains and send us a list of the most 
inefficient men in their district and they dia so;

The list came in in 
general, because I knew there were several 
good Republicans and several good Democrats on 
the list. I put one man on myself. There was a

John H. Maxon. 
John H. Maxon, being duly sworn, testified: 


Q.—Mr. Maxon, you were formerly a Police 


Q.—Do you know Gov. Crittenden? A.—I do. 
Q.—A short timé prior to your resignation as 
Police Commissioner, did you see him here in St, 
Louis? A.—Il saw him a week previous to my res- 
ignation. 

Q.—You, Mr. Cupples and others had been en- 
gaged in prosecuting the gamblers in this city, 
had you not? A.—Yes, sir; we tried to, at least 
and they were prosecuted, and I think a number 
of them convicted and in jail before Ideft. There 
were indictments against every one, I think; 
some were in jail, and some pleaded guilty, and I 
believe there was one trial and conviction. 
Q.—Did you have a conversation with Gov, 
Crittenden in which in substance he gave you to 
understand that he wanted you, as Police Com- 
missioner, to let upon the gamblers? A.—I had 
a conversation with him, but nothing of that kind 
occurred at that meeting; previous to that—what 
month I cannot say—but several weeks preceding 
that there was atelegram sent to my house, ar- 
riving there at 10 or 11 o’clock at night, requesting 
my presence to meet himat the Southern Hotel. 
I didn’t get home that night until after my wife 
sent for me and failed to find me; it was 11 or 12 
o’eclock when I got home. On arriving home my 
wife showed me the telegram, but it was 80 late 
that I did not go to the Southern Hotel until the 
next morning, andI got there before he was up. 
I had a conversation with him at that time, but I 
cannot repeat the exact words. 

Q.—Give us the substance of it? A.—He said in 
substance that Charley Johnson was a great en- 
emy of ours and did everything he could to hurt 
us; that it would be a great satisfaction to Mr. 
Jobnson to have these gambiers prose- 
cuted, and if carried through to conviction it 
would all redound to the glory of Mr. Johtson. 
I eannot sav whetiier he saidit was his desire 
that we should not prosecute the gamblers, or 
whether we ought not to prosecute them, just be- 
cause it would be sucha gratification to Mr. 
Johnson; that was about the purport of the con- 
versation between Governor Crittenden and my- 
self. I never repeated the conversation to put 
one person. I got the impression that Governor 
Crittenden thought that I would mention it to the 
other Commissioners, but I didn’t doit; I don’t 
think I mentioned it tothe Mayor; I wanted to 
find out what he was driving at, or whether there 
was anything new; I didn’t think so much of it 
then as I did afterwards, 

Q.—Now, Mr. Maxon, can you approximate 
about how near that was tothe time that the 
Governor interceded by his pardoning power and 
pardoned the gambiers out of jail? A.—I know 
of nothing by which I can place that time. 

Q.—1 will ask you this, and perhaps it will 
refresh vour mind a little: Very short- 
iy after his wholesale pardon . of the 
gamblers, the three Commissioners, your- 
self, Mr. Simmons and Cupples, resigned, did 
you not? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Can you fix how near it wasto the time of 
your resignation? A.—My impression is that 
it was from four to six weeks. 

Q.— What caused you to think of it afterwards, 
particularly? A.—I could not exactly see what 
he was getting at, you Know, when he was talking 
tome. I didn’t repeat it to tlie Commissioners, 
because I wanted to retain their confidence in 
the Governor, and the reason I thought of it af- 
terwards was a conclusion of my own. I thought 
more of the conversation afterwards because sub- 
sequent development gave it a significance it 
would not otherwise have had. 

Q.—What were the particular matters that 
made you think of it afterwards? A.—The fact

Q.—Did you have any conversation with him 
after that bearing upon that subject, at all? .A.«—

plers he called at my house in the evening, and 1

A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Do you remember any other person speaking 
to you or attempting to speak to you about it? A. 
—NOo, sir. : 

Q.—(By ajuror.] Have you heard why Dan 
Kerwin resigned? A.—From facts which I have 
gathered my own mind is made up as to why he 
resigned, 

Q.— What aré these facts concerning that resig- 
nation’ A.—It was an agreement that Mr. Camp- 
bell should be removed and they, quarrelied over 
his successor, 

R.—TIhen you can tell us nothing about that? 
A.—I don’t know about that only by hearsay. 

Q.—One thing leads to another, that is what we 
are after now: We have some evidence in that di- 
rection and we want somemore. What is said 
here never goes any iurther. A.—I picked that 
up a little at a time. 

Q,—From whom did you learn those facts? A.— 
Well I cannot say, it is like gathering a drop here 
and a drop there, and form your own conclu- 
sions. 2 

Q. [by a juror].—They could not agree upon a 
successor. Who were the parties that they were 
fighting over that they cohld not agree upon as 
the successor to Campbelle? A.—Well, Harrigan 
and Taaffe I guess or nobody but Harrigan for. 
Kerwin as I understand was afraid of Harrigan. 

Q.—Afraid of him; has he got some hold upon 
him? A.—That is the general supposition. 

Q.—Do you know what itis? A.—I do not. 

Q.—Do you know who it is reported wanted 
Taaffe? Who wanted Harrigan?. A.—I believe 
they all wanted Harrigan, but Kerwin. There 
was power enough to elect Harrigan over Ker- 
win. 

Q.—You said something about an agreement to 
get rid of Campbell, What did you mean by the 
word agreement? A.—Nothing only ina caucus 
they said he had got to go. 

Q.—Did you Know anything about a meeting 
held outside the board room at which that agree- 
ment was found? A.—No. I know nothing more 
than rumor; I had heard some rumor about that. 

Q.—Did you ever hear Mr. Caruth express him- 
self in reference to Col. Campbell? A.—I under, 
stood that they all at that caucus said that Mr. 
Campbell had to go—tnat they were disappointed 
in him. 


Q.—Did you ever hear what thpir objections to 
Campbell were? A.—Couldn’t use him, I suppose. 

Q.—Couldn,t use~him in what respect? A.— 
Well, I guess it is probable they made some 
orders as Commissioners to him as Uhief in 
regard to the hold over and some 
other matters, and he did not heed them 
Chief Campbell would be a better witness than I 
am, because he was a participant and Knows all 
about it; 1 only get it from hearsay. 

Q.—You formed your opinion then from scraps 
of information you picked up in different ways? 
A.—It is my impression that I asked Chief Camp- 
bell if it was true. It has been stated that I had 
been caucusing with him, and I never haye 
spoken to him but three times since he was 
elected Chief, and twice was on official business 
and once when I met him wher I asked him that 
question, (09 

Q.—Was thatin reference to allowing Turner 
to get a list of the hold-over and the amount of 
money that the prisoners had? A.—Yes, sir, and 
then another was in reference to Stiles being 
made Chief of Detectives. 

Q.—Did you understand that Mr. Kerwin had 

/ @ngaged in that project, too. A.—I never heard of 
/Mr. Kerwin giving these orders. 
Q.—Did you ever talk with Mr. Kerwin about 
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issued.” 

Q.—Who said that? A.—He told me that. 
on a sleeping-car at Jefferson City. 
I was so disgusted at that, that 
I didn’t go tothe reception, but stayed in the 


‘| sleeping car and played poker: I-came home and” 


that was the first time Lever heard about the 
resignations. Gov. Crittenden didn’t ask me for 
any resignation when I was appointed and I 
didn’t give him any. WhatIhave reiated is a 
conversation I had with Mr. Tutt. It was with 
me that Mr. Tutt came to St. Louis to get those 
resignations. 

Q.—What was the Board at that time? A.—It 
was Finney, Moffet and the old war-horse Arm- 
strong and Duke, I think. Armstrong and Duke 
expired, 

Q.—By limitation? A,—Yes, sir. . 

Q.—What two were to take their place? What 
relationship did Tutt hold to \the Governor at 
that time? A.—Friendly. \ 

Q.—Where did Mr. Tutt live?“ A.—In St, Louis, 

Q.—You never saw that resignation did you? 
A.—No, sir. I dissolved partnership with the 
outfit then. 

Q.—But you were appointed after that. A.— 
Yes, sir, I met the Governor once in a while after 
that, but we held no conversation, I think, after 
I was appointed. He sent Hurd here to try 
to get him (Crittenden) out of his 
troubles. At that time it was quite a 
question whether respectable men would take a 
position on the Board 

Q.—Did you hear from Mr. Tutt or any one else 
who was supposed to hold Boland’s resignation? 
A.—I dropped there ; that was my last. 

Q.—Weil, Boland was appointed; Mr. Green, 
I understand, kicked, and would not sign a resig- 
nation? A.—He would not give them his resigna- 
tion, and the consequence was Mr. Boland was 


-appointed and Mr. Green was not; Mr. Kinkead 


was also appointed. 

Q.—When you went into the Board, Boland and 
Kinkead were there? A.—They were in the 
Board. 

Q.—And you and Mr. Cupples and Mr. Simmons 
took the place of Mr. Moffett and Mr. Finney and 
Mr. Armstrong? A.—No sir. 

Q.—Duke’s? A.—No, sir; Boland and Kinkead 
took the positions of Armstrong and Duke. 

Q.—Do you know the number where Mr. Ryder 
lives? A.—No, sir; itis on Eighth street; cross- 
ing Eighth and Pine. He is Swift’s clerk. 

Witness (toa juror)}—You remember Boland’s 
resignation came in with the appointment. 

Juror—Ye; I was in the Senate at the time. 


Alex. Kinkead. 

The following is a continuation of Mr. Alex 
Kinkead’s sworn testimony before the Grand. 
Jury, the preceding portion of which was pub- 
lished in last Tuesday’s issue of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH: 

Q.—Tell the jury whether you have reason to 
suspect, or whether you know the majority of the 
Board, or any member of the Board, aré in 
sympathy with the gamblers and opposed to the 
enforcement of the gambling law’ A.—That has 
a double meaning to it. There area great many 
| men, while they are not opposed to gambling, are 
jn favor of enforcing it in their official capacity. 

Q.—What I mean by gambling, I mean those 
professionals who attempted to run the town. A. 
Tne Board has ehdeavored to enforce it to the 
letter, ana that was the instruction given to the 
Chief the other day by Dr. Lutz, and also Mr.

A Telegram from Pate—Cleveland Will Posi- 
tively Resign His Commissionership— 
Mayor Ewing Taiks—The Latest Develop= 
menis in the Police Muddle. 


The excitement over the Police Board scandal 
and the removal of Chief Campbell had not abated 
this morning. It was just as freely 
discussed as if no day of rest had intervened. 
As the day progressed new incidents developed, 
which added fresh feei to the flames. First, it 
was known that Gov. Crittenden haa emerged 
from his mysterious retirement and was a guest 
at the Southern Hotel. As will be seen 
by an interview publishea below, 
the Governor has beea to Kentucky. 
Later the interest Increased when Circuit Attor° 
ney Harris went into the courts toask for an In- 
junction against the Post-DISPATCH, to prevent 
the paper from pubhshing any records of the late 
Grand Jury that might be in the posses- 
sion of the newspaper mentioned, This 
news spread like wild-fire, and much 
inferest was expressed as to the result. 
The general opinion among all classes was that it 
would be a general misfortune if the conrts should 
interfere and prevent the PosT-DISPATCH irom 
giving the public some idea of the manner ip 
which police affairs were being managed. When 
the news came that the injunction ha 
been refused, everybody seemed to be glad. 
Thenit was announced that Cleveland had been 
instructed by the president of the Cass Avenue 
Railroad Company that he could not bea Police 
Commissiouer and a railroad superintendent; 
that Crittenden and Pate had been together in 
Louisville, and other facts followed in quick 
succession. The general sentiment seemed to be 
that the muddle was growing more complicated. 
-Friends of Mr. Joseph McEntire were inclined to 
defend him, and to state that, as far as the evi- 
dence published went, nothing had been shown to 
implicate him, or to prove that he had taken any- 
thing more than a warm interest in the matter.

Circuit Attorney Harris this morning notified 
the editors of the Posv-DIsPpATCH that at 10

are in the possessior of Henry W. Moore, Flor- 
eiice White and John A. Dillon of the Pust-Dis- 
PATCH, an evening newspaper, etc., their ser- 
Vants, agents or employes; that said parties have 
procured them to be transcribed in long hand 
and that they intend to publish _— the 
same in: the Post-DISPATCH to-day. 
The petition asks the court to restrain the pu 
lication of said notes, and to order said parties 
before mentioned to return the same to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney.

AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE READING 
of the petition Major B&B. D. Lee addressed the 
court in behaif of the respondents.

“We have had no time to look into this matter, 
but it strikes me at once that this court has no juris- 
diction in the premises. Thisisacriminal matter. 
I don’t Know how Mr. Harris can claim to have 
any standing in this court. This doesn’t purport 
to be a proceeding in the name of the State of Mis. 
sourl. Idon’t Know of any proceeding which 
the law authorizes to be taken In his name as Clir- 
cuit Attorney. The petition which Mr. Harris has 
just read.is simply a statement that certain boeks 
and potes belonging to him in his official capacity 
have been taken. There is vo charge in the peti- 
tion that the parties named in the petition are go- 
ing to mutilate them. If they are criminaliy 
liable the Criminal Court can punish them.” 

At this point Judge Barelay requested Mr. Ellis 
to procure fur the Law Library a copy of the opin- 
jou of Judge Gantt, formeriy of the Court of Ap- 
peals, In the lLbelcase of the Life Association of 
America vs. Boogher. Judge Barclay Was of 

‘counsel in the case, and he stated that the con- 
clusions arrived at by Judge Gantt was in line 
Withwther decisions ol diflerent courts through- 
out tie United States. Returning to the court 
room Mr. °Eilis read the decision which very clear- 
lv and positively asserts that no court in the land 
cali restrict the liberty of the press, Mr. Harris 
addressed the Court at some length, P 
HE SAID: 
“Tam not myself clear as to the law, but I will 
ive my view with reference to lt. The law cited 
s scarcely applicable to the present proceeding. 
It is true that the license of the préss cannot be 
restraiied., DBgt there are collateral rights that 
will Warrant the exercise of the jurisdiction of 
the court in the diyveciion I have prayed for. This 
is not ab attack on the liberty of the press, 
but it is directed agaiust parties who 
have iliegally gotten possession of the books of a 
public officer. 1t is the yiolation of the liberty of 
speech ultered in the secrecy of the Grand Jury 
that Lam seeking to prevent.”

? THE OPINION OF THE COURT. 

On reconvening court at 12:30 o’clock, Jud 
Barciay stated that he had put his views on the 
subject under review in writing and read the fol- 
lowing opinion: 

“The petitioner, Jos. R. Harris, as Circuit At- 
torney of this circuit, applies fora temporary re- 
straining order or injunction to prohibit Messrs. 
Moore, Dillon and hite, as publishers of the 
Post-DisPATCH newspaper, from using or 
Mutilating the books and notes con- 
taining the stenographic reports of proceedings 
of the late Grand Jury and to prohibit 
the publication of the same or any part thereof. 
Under the law concerning the taking of such 
notes by a stenographer appointed by the Crimin- 
al Court (Acts of 1881, p. 106), it is clear that when 
taken they become official papers of said court, 
which are to be by him placed in custody either 
of the Clerk of said court, or of the ‘‘frosecut- 
ing officer of the court.” The report of the pro- 
ceeaings of the Grand Jury is committed to the 
custody of the latter officer. The Grand Jury 
forms a part of the official machinery by 
which the Criminal Court administers the 
law, and the official reports of 
proceedings thereof are a oart of 
the official papers of that court. If these official 
papers of that court are improperly in the posse>- 
sion of the persons alleged in this petition, that 
court and its proper officers have adequate and 
summary remedy by contempt proceedings to re- 
cover thein without the aid of an injunciion,which 
is a remedy allowed only in the event no other can 
be had. Moreover, by the Constitution of Mis- 
souri, it is declared that “every person shali be 
free to say, write, or publish whatever he will on 
any subject, being responsible for all 
abuse of that liberty,” and one appel- 
late court has held this provision applicable 
even where the aefendant publisher was wholly 
insolvent, aud thereby all redress by civil dam- 
ages defeated. Hence the aliegations of threat- 
ened publication do not of themselves set forth 
any cause of action. Reference is also made to 
the decision of this Court in the case of State ex, 
rel. Berg (decided in a written opinion of March 
14, 1883,) to support the result bere announced.”

A reporter met the Governor as 
the Ohio and Mississippi train rolled into the 
Union Depot, but an attempt at ay plication of his 
art was met with a brief, jointed and peremptory 
refusal to say anything whaisoeyer. A Post- 
DISPATCH reporter met with a little more success 
at the Southern Hotel, the time selected being just 


asthe Executive emerged from the breakfast- 
room, smiling and contented. 

When the reporter was yet afar off, the Govern- 
or espied him, and. raising his jeweled right 
hand, he waved it with a jdeprecatory motion, 

nd said: “Not one word—not one, about any- 
thing.” 

This was certainly a discouraging commence- 
ment. 

You are looking first rate, Governor, consider- 
ing that you have traveled so much and so far.’’ 

“Why, Lhave only been as far as Lexington, 
Ky.. with my wife, to visit her old mother, a very 
remarkable old lady indeed, 85 years of age.” 
“The papers had you in New York State.” 
“That was ridiculous. They also said that I 
was afugitive, That needs no answer.

The following card wiil fully explain itself: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : 

In justice to the gentleman whose recent action 
as a ieinver of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers has been very much misunderstooa I wish to 
give a few facts that happen to be in my posses- 
sion. Last Tuesday evening Mr. David W. Caruth, 
a member of the Board of Police Commissioners, 
voted for the removal of Chief Campbell, ana 


while I, along with his best and most intimate 
friends, think he made a mistake in doing so, at 
the same time and under the circumstances he did, 
yet I know that he did not do so without a reason 
that he thought amply Sufficient, and 
one that might have led any other 
man of self-respect to do as he did.

Caruth put Mr. Campbell into the office of Chief 
of Police. and was his truest and best friend in 
the Police Board, The friendship between the 
two remained oninterrupted until Mr. Campbell 
expressed a desire to return to a Captaincy, giv- 
ing as reason that there were too many annoy- 
ances about the office of Chief. When Mr. Caruih 
was made acquainted with the desire of Mr. 
‘ampbell, he expresséd his willingness to grant 
the request, and it was mutually agreed 
at an informal meeting of the Com 
missioners at the opening of the 
Standard Theater that Mr. Campbell should re- 
turn to a Captaincy, in accordance with his own 
desires. At the same time the question was asked 
who could take his place. Mr. Kerwin was at 
that conference, and he vty suggested that 
he himself was well acquainted with the office of 
Chief of Police, and plainly intimated that he 
would take the vacancy. ‘his, however, was 
only incidental, and Lon!y mention it in passing. 
It turned out that Mr, Campbell was not as anx- 
ious tO get out of the Chief’s place as he thought 
he Was when he said he would give 
$300, all the money be had = in 
the world, to be relieved, About 
this time Kinkead resigned and there was some 
talk about blank resignations. And as soon as 
Mr. Kerwin had discovered that the Board aid not 
encourage bis ambition to be Chief, he also re- 
signed, and there was again some talk about blank 
resignations, whieh seems to have been not aito- 
gether unfounded. Mr. Campbell, under the ex- 
citement of the moment, felt called upon to ex- 
press himself very freely about subjecis that it 
was not really his province to discuss. He wasa 
subordinate of the Board, and discipline, to say 
nothing of courtesy, should have Kept him from 
the very indiscreet use of his 
tongue, It matters not how honest 
he may have been or how pure his motives, the 
fact remains that be was — of conduct unbe- 
coming ah officer. Among Other things he was 
reported to have said that someboay  beld 
Kerwin’'s resignation and that he believed some- 
body heia Caruth’s. This report went to the ears 
of Mr. Caruth through a friend in wiiom he had 
unbounded confidence. He sent that same friend 
to Mr. Campbell to ask bhimto come to see him 
immediately, Mr, Campbelldenied with great 
indignation that hehad ever made the remark. 
Mr. Caruth’s friend told him there was a witness 
ready to face him in the matter and 
that Mr. Caruth would have the witness 
athand the next morning at his office, when he 
hoped to see Mr. Campbell. The interview ended 
with Campbeil’s solemn promise tocallon Mr. 
Caruth the next morning. He never went, and 
from that day to this has failed to make the de- 
nlal in the — ot the man he had so greatly 
wronged. This was the reason for Mr. Caruth’s 
vote last Tuesday evening. He madea mistake 
in voting that way at the time he aid, but that he 
ought to have cast such a vote eventually no one 
can doubt. This much is simple justice to a man 
who is greatly misundérstood.

A Contribution. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As the people of St. Louis are at present occu- 
pied with the scandals of the Police Board, 1t may 
be worth while to cali their attention to the fact 
that under the Scheme and Charter the power to 
abolish the present system and place the manage- 
ment of the police in the control of the city, does 


not does not depend on the Governor, but can be 
exercised by the citizens by amendmeut to the 
Charter. 

The law is as follows: 

Const., Article 9, Section 20.—“‘And at the end 
of sixty days thereafter shall take the place of 
and supercede the Charter of St. Louis, and all 
amendments thereof, and all special laws relating 
to St. Louis county inconsistent with such 
scheme.” 

Sec. 22.—‘The Charter so ratified, may be 
amended at Intervals of not less than two years, 
by proposals therefor, submitted by the law-mak- 
ing authorities of the city tothe qualified voters 
thereof, ata general or special election, held at 
least sixty davsafter the publication of such pro- 
pusals, aud accepted by at least three-filths of the 
qualified voters voting thereat.” 

In section 20, stated above, the Metropolitan 
Police of 8t. Louis comprised the city and county 
of St. Louis. 

The Board of Freeholders, in devising a scheme 
of separation between the city and county of St. 
Louis, and framing a charter for the city, have 
under consideration the abolishment of the Board 
ot Police Commissioners, and in lieu thereof cre- 
ating a Chief of Police, to be appointed and con- 
firmed by the Mayor and Council, and to hoid 
office while he execaies the laws of the State and 
ibe ordinances of the city, 

The Board of Frecholders were anxious to wipe 
out the Police Board on account of its scandals, 
but deemed policy to be the better part of valor. 
I, however, state@ that from my own yey 
and experience as Auditor of the city, it was the 
city’s legitimate right to pass upon and scrutinize 
ali claims of expense incurred in the Police or any 
other department, wherein a cent was drawn from 
the Citv Treasury. This charge was made as re- 
lates to the Police Department. 

As the Board of Freeholders had the constitu- 
tional authority to wipe out the Board of Police 
Commissioners at that time, so has the city now 
tne reserved and inherent right by amendment to 
the charter to abolish said board, and a more fil- 
ting opportunity than the preseut can never oc- 
cur.

SWITCH MEN’S STRIKE. 


Their Demand for More Pay and Less Work 
Refused. 

Promptly at noon to-day the switchmen working 
on the different railroads running Into East St. 
Louis, entered upon a general strike, and have 
pledged themselves not to resume work till the 
railroad companies accede to their 


agemands for the Chicago rate of wages. The 
strike has been talked over among the men for 
two months past and was not unexpected by the 
companies. Several meetings have been heid by 
the men of late, at which the wages question was 
thoroughly discussed. A_ representative of 
the Switchmen’s Association of Chicago ar- 
rived at East St. Louis last Friday and atiendea 
a& meeting of the railroad meu at Flannegan’s 
Hallin the evening, explaining that switchmen 
in Chicago were much better treated than those of 
St. Louis and East St. Louis, receiving $65 a nouth 
for twenty-six working days of ten hours each, 
and receiving extra compensation for extra time 
and Sunday work. A committee was appointed 
to notify the different railroad managers 
that unless they adopted the Chi- 
cago rates before noon to-day a _ general 
suspension of work would’ ensue. The 
companies refused to comply with the demands 
and every switchman quietly left his work at noon 
and staried for his home. A heavy freight train 
started over the bridge a few minutes before noon 
and became stalled on the incline. An engime 
hurried to its assistance and rushed 
the train to the Union Depot 
yards just in time to allow the switchmen to han- 
die it before quiting. The strike is most un- 
fortunate for the railroad companies, as an unu- 
sually large amount of freight ts at present in the 
yards at East St. Louis, which must necessarily 
remain on the tracks till the _ bilock- 
ade can be raised. Two of the rvads 
are willing to accede to the demands of the men, 
but none of the strikers will resume work until 
all the roads accept their terms. No meeting will 
be held this afternoon, buta general meeting of 
brakemen and switchmen is called for to- 
morrow hight at Flannegan aud Canby’s 
Hall. The different roads are now paying switch- 
men $1 55 per day, except the, Bridge Company 
and the Chicago and Alton, both of which pay $2. 
The strikers number about 600 men in St. Louis 
and East St. Louis. 


Trouble Brewing. 

D. P. Grier of the Union Elevator returned from 
the East side about 3 p. m. He says there is 
serivus trouble apprehended {rom the striking 
switchmen. The Narrow Gauge road has a train 
load of grain for the Union Elevator and will put 
on a gang of their own men to run the train. The 
strikers say they will stop them if they have to 
resort to violent measures.

MINISTERIAL MEETINGS. 


Opinions of Prominent Clergymen in Befer- 
ence to the Police Sing. 

The usual Monday morning ministeria: meet- 
ings were held at the religious publication rooms, 
corner of Eleventh and Olive stree fg, at 10 o’clock 
sharp this morning. After the meetings were 
over, a Post-DispaTCH representative button 
holed two of the prominent religious editors of the 
city on the police troubles. 

What opinion de yon entertain in reference to 
the police ring exposure?” he asked Dr. B. W. 
Johnson, oneof the editors of theChristian Evange 
list. “I think, sir, that the public is responsible 
for the corruption that has been brought to light, 
ordinarily. the morality and business integrity 
of a city holds aloof from the 
local politics, and turn over the City Government 
to the political bummers.”’ 

‘You think, then, that extreme measures are 
occasionally necessary to arouse the public?” 

“Yes, sir. It reqares an earthquake to wake 
them to the duties they owe to the public. 
When New York City was aroused Tweed soon 
found what they were going to do about it.” 

“Do you think the public knew of these cor- 
ruption before their publication?” 

“Weil, many of the better classes xnew of the 
corruptions undertying the police mangagement, 
before Chief Campbell was made a martyr, but 
did not want to intermeddie with other people’ s 
business. The explosion has of course made the 
whole matter a thing of public investigation, and 
the publie for very shame sdould shoulder the 
respousibility.. I think that great good will ac- 
company the exposure. I look for a purification 
which will eontinue to prevail untilthe public 
goes to sleep again, but there will be no perma- 
nent improvement until the busiaess andChristian 
men of the city form the habit of voling tm every 
city election,” 

“And how do you thipk public opinion stands in 
reference io the police ring exposure?” asked the 
Post-DIsPATCH representative of the venerable 
Dr. McAnanally, ope of tae editors of the Ciris- 
tian Advocate. 

“Well, sofar as I have heard, there is no dis- 
senting voice in tue condemnation of a 
majority of the Police Board, and 
if the reports in the papers are 
true they deserve all the condemnation that has 
been heaped upon them.” 

“Do you cousider that it is the duty of the 
a of Christ io act boldly in such a matter as 
this? 

“No, not as a church, but as members—as citi- 
Zens, Whose interests are identified with that of 
ail others. I consider that this evil 
with. many others of like character 
grows out of the neglect of church mem- 
bers and other good citizens to gg men 
attend and vote atthe elections as they should. 
In my judgment a citizen who habitually negiects 
to exercise the right of suffrage deserves to be 
disfranchised, and counted out of the sphere of 
respectable citizenship. Gvod morning, good 
morning.”

“ - LIPTING THE VEIL. | 

In laying before the .publie to-day an- 
other installment of the startling evidence 
collected by the last Grand Jury, it is in 
order to recapitulate a few facts. 

While that body was in session, and during 
the absence of Prosecuting Attorney HaRk- 
RIs. a squabble in court between his per- 
sonal rep resentative, Mr. McDonALD, and 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney SULLIVAN, 
made the public aware thatthe zeal of Mr. 
HAgRiIs’ worthy sentative in the pend- 
ing investigation vax Dacia with official 
obstruction, with seme powerful influence 
behind it. 

When the Grand Jury indicted McCHEs- 
NEY and adjourned with a public statement 
of the fact that its investigation 
had met with obstruction, it informed 
the Governor that it had obtained evi- 
dence indicating that a “fuller investigation 
would implicate his appointees in a con- 
spiracy against the laws, and it called on 
him to make that investigation himself, as 
he had power to remove the implicated 
officials. 

The city was immediately filled-with start- 
ling reports about the evidence as involving 
Governor CRITTENDEN himself, and the 
common talk was that the whole thing would 
be smothered under a mountain of official 
influence. Governor CRITTENDEN inten- 
sified this distrust by coldly referring the 
the matter to the next Grand Jury and leav- 
ing the State as soon asitmet. Then fol- 
lowed that significant and daring act, the 
removal of Chief CAMPBELL. 

Yet the next morning after that was done, 
very paper ‘that now at tacks and abuses 
Mr. McDonaup for his zeal in fighting the 
ring had nota word to say editorially about 
the matter. He saw that public sentiment 
had to be aroused, and he did arouse 
it most effectually by publishing a part of 
the damning testimony in the Post-Dts- 
PATCH. Immediately after there was but 
one sentiment expressed in St. Louis on the 
subject.

HE WILL NOT SHIRK, 
Ina hurried and fragmentary interview 
wrung by the pertinacity of a Post-D1s-

official said “THomas T. CRITSENDEN 
never shirks a responsibility.” 
We are glad to hear it. When we saw a 
legal opinion of a column and a half in 
length to the effect that Tuomas T. Crirt- 
TENDEN could not lawfully pay attention to 
the recommendation of the Grand Jury that 
he should investigate the condition of police 
matters in this city, we were afraid that he 
might shirk just a little bit. It looked that 
way. 
In order to prevent him from shirking, to 
supply him with the requisite gubernatorial 
backbone as it were, we took the liberty of 
laying before him the evidence on which the 
Grand Jury based their recommendations. 

If THomAS T. CRITTENDEN had been at 
all Inclined to shirk, it is no longer in his 
power todoso. He should thank us for the 
timely assistance and moral support we have 
given him. 


WORDS AND DEEDS. 

The meeting on ’Change Saturday to pro- 
test against the present system of police ap- 
pointment and police marmagement, un- 
doubtedly reflected the sentiment of the 
honest citizens. 

But it is not enough to protest and pass 
resolutions. Words, no matter how forci- 
ble and eloquent, cannot take the place of 
the deeds which should have been done, In- 
deed it is even possible that a great part of 
the evils under which we groan and against 
which we protest have arisen from our 
habit of relying too much on empty words 
and ineffective resolutions. 

These evils do notdate from to-day. They 
are inveterate and familiar. They have 
grown up during years and there has been 
no period of their growth when their exist- 
ence has not been clearly manifested. There 
was no period when it was not easier to ex- 
tirpate them, to eradicate them utterly, than 
now. Yet we have tolerated them and they 
have grown, because we tolerated them. 

It has been the familiar experience oft re 
peated that the class of citizens represented at 
indignation meetings on ’Change who are the 
first to protest against the evils they might 
have prevented are the last to do anything 
to prevent the evils against which they pro- 
test. They are the people who “refuse to 
have anything to de with politics.” 

The contrast between the policy of the 
men who trust to words and those who trust 
to deeds, between the men who protest and 
the men who give occasion for protest is full 
of suggestions. If the meeting on ’Change 
is to end with words we may be sure that it 
will only be laughed at by those whom it 
was deigned to influence,

The Affairs of the Company Turned Over 
to the Insurance Department. 

Mr. L. E. Alexander, for tlie past six years re- 

ceiver of the Columbia Life Insurance Company, 

filed aresignation of the receivership'in Judge 


Thayer’s division of the Circuit Court this morn- 
ing. The following is the order of the court in 
the premises: 

“It is ordered by the court that the resignation 
of the office of Receiver ofthe Coiumbia Life In- 
surance Company this day fied by L. E. Alex- 
auder be andthe sameis hereby accepted, and 
that the further administration of said trust be 
turned over to the Superintendent 
of the Insurance Department of 
the State of Missouri, and that the title to all 
property, real and personal, of said company re- 
maining undisposed of be and the same is hereby 
fully vested in said superintendent and the duties 
heretofore vested in L. E. Alexander, receiver, by 
previous orders and decrees herein be and the 
same are hereby devolved upon said superinitend- 
ent. Itis further ordered that said L. E. Alex- 
auder within ten days from this date file in this 
court his flval report of all moneys and property 
now in his bands or under his charge for examina- 
tion and approval, and that he also execute to said 
superintendent a conveyance of ail his right, title 
and interest as receiver in and to all property 
situated outside of the State of Missouri.”

Alexander to learn his reasons for resigning 
from the receivership. Mr. Alexander stated 
that there was really no furcher use for 
his trust, us the affairs of » the 
Columbia Life were practically wound up and 
were nearly ready to be closed.
